Veteran Cars 


IR ERE are, it seems, plenty of veteran 
cars in the Irish Free State, Letters 
on the subject which I have received 
suggest that it might be worth while fot 
one of the Dublin clubs to organise a run 
for these historic vehicles.

They fitted in cup-shaped rims, 
and were held in.place bv six or eight 
screws bedding a brass nut in the inside of 
the tyre. ‘‘ They were simply vile, and 
went to pieces in no time,” says Mr.

‘Dangerous “Prophecy 


The path of the prophet is notoriously 
dangerous, but I would have thought that 
Mr. Stephen Gwynn could negetiate it 
without damage. I was a little shocked, 
therefore, when glancing through his 
‘‘Famous Cites of Ireland’’ the other 
day, my eye fell upon his description of 
the Shannon, 

“ The Shannon,” he says, “ for all its 
vast volume, lies too flat to be an 
important source of power; it is worth 
less to millers than this or that trumpery 
little stream that comes tumbling swiftly 
down from the Black Forest or the Alpine 
slopes. I do not think that any germ of 
industrial activity will ever seize on a 
people reared in those soft airs.”’ 

A decade had not, passed before the 
Shannon at Ardnacrusha was being sur- 
veyed for the ‘use of its waters as the 
source of electrical power for the greater 
part of Ireland. The book was published 
in 1915, at a time when the outlook was 
gloomy enough. Twenty years later, in 
1935, millions of units of electrical current 
were going to all parts of the Free State 
from the Shannon, and Limerick was 
contemplating the new dock, which is now 
a reality, for the accommodation of its 
developing industries. 


Dutchmen at Clontarf

Really good news reaches me about the 
chequered career of that ie” oe = 
seaside promenade at Clontarf. When the 
Dutchmen arrived there a few weeks ago 
with their formidable-looking fleet of 
steam dredgers and long lines of big steel 
pipes, hope that the ‘“‘ prom.’’ might 
arrive during the lifetime of this genera- 
tion was restored. Now, having seen 
hundreds of tons of sand being pumped 
hourly over the concrete retaining wall, 
optimists are confident that the new two 
miles of “ promised land ” will be there 
before the middle of next year. Indeed, I 
am told on good authority that the 
Hollanders would have finished their 
dredging and pumping operations by next 
month if the Corporation engineers could 
have completed their work on the big 
concrete wall. 

Meanwhile, there seems to be no good 
reason why the widening of the dangerously 
narrow sea road should be delayed on the 
section where the work of reclamation is 
complete. I hope Mr. Keane and Mr. 
Norman Chance will soon give us a 
specimen of what the whole scheme will 
look like when it is complete. Perhaps, 
also, the Dutchmen might be able to 
make some helpful suggestions about the 
** Blue Lagoon.”’ 


Connacht to China 


It might be believed that the war in 
China would have little effect upon indus- 
tries in the Free State; yet, the fact is, 
that many industrialists here have good 
reason to feel alarmed. The lorries of 
Messrs. Jacob, for instance, carry a great 
deal of merchafidise through Dublin's 
streets on its way to such: places as 
Shanghai and Hong Kong. 

Few people, however, realise that an 
excellent trade in woollen goods is done in 
China by the Foxford Woollen Mills, 
which are situated in Mayo. I am told by 
the manager of these mills, Mr. Sherry, 
that every year they send thousands of 
yards of material to Hong Kong. This 
trade may be lost, but the loss of even 
such a good market—which at present 
seems unlikely—would not cause any con- 
siderable disturbance to the resourceful 
management at Foxford. 

The maintenance of an export business 
in any commodity is extremely difficult in 
times when tariffs and prohibitions are 
imposed overnight, but despite this han- 
dicap the Foxford factory has the highest 
proportionate output of any woollen mills 
in the British Isles. How great this 
achievement really is will best be realised 
by remembering the fame of Leeds and 
Bradford in the woollen industry. 

A tour of the Foxford factory reveals 
the exact meaning of ‘‘ model factory,” 
and the extraordinary thing about it is 
that al] the highly-skilled labour and 
technical knowledge required in the enter- 


prise has been recruited locally and 
trained by the Messrs, Sherry, father and 
son, 


Wicklow Geese | 


Walking in County Wicklow the other 
afternoon I observed flocks of geese grazing

farms. A countryman told me that the 
geese were a valuable source of income to 
the womenfolk.

THE FIRST BUREAU 


Little was done here, as I have pointed 
out, until 1933, when Dr. Drumm, Surgeon J. 
C. Flood, Professor J. J. Nolan, and Mr.

This, of course, was of an unofficial nature, 
being at first completely divorced from the 
official university governing body, and de- 

ndent largely on members’ subscriptions 
or its very existence. This bureau, the pre- 
decessor of the present committee, were 
ranted rooms in 86 St. Stephen’s Green, 
where with Mr, Flood as its first hon. 
secretary, and Mr J. A. Waters and Mr. D. 
Bell as his first assistants it quickly became 
an es part of the younger graduate’s 
life. e Senate of the University realising 
this clearly agreed to make grants towards 
furthering the work done, establishing a com- 
mittee of the Senate as its first governing 
body. Later, perhaps, two years ago now, 
this committee was established as a definite 
University body with an University statute

assistant. Since then the committee have time 
and time again brought itself into the public 
eye in defence of its registered members, and 
in support of its contention that the “ trained 
graduate mind in industry starts with an ad- 
vantage over his untrained fellow as must re- 
bo constantly to the success of whatever 
venture he is engaged in.”

ployers, and graduates carried out an enor- 
mous amount of routine work as is indicated 
by figures in this report. At the end of 
May, 1936—over a year ago—the number of 
registered graduates on the committee books 
numbered over six hundred, while in the 
meanwhile many hundreds more must have 
become members.

Dominion and Provincial control, and issue 
of currency, and creation of their own 
credits. 

Why should any outside financial monopoly 
be permitted to draw an enormous revenue 
from the province, for creating credits 
oy against the wealth, when it. can do 
that for itself, free from debt and usury?

It will monetise its own wealth by creating 
a credit based on its assessment in the Pro- 
vincial Treasury, so that none of its wealth 
will be wasted, lost, destroyed, or production 
have to be restricted, as there will be money 
issued against the full price of the goods to 
Pay for all, without incurring debt or usury.

Why should not the producers of wealth 
have the control of its monetisation and distri- 
bution? Why should any outside alien 
financial monopoly be permitted to do as it 
likes with it; a monopoly that neither toils 
nor spins, to sabotage the wealth of others?

1f, when ings h Ulster nowadays, you are 
seriously asked ** What is the latest news from 
China?” ‘The chances are that the questioner 
hails from Lurgan. ‘To-day the 13,764 in- 
habitants of that prosperous town are spevulat- 
ing as to what may be the outcome of the 
turbulence at Shanghai. The issue may mean 
the continued activity of half-a-seore of thriv- 
ing local linen factories or a populace facing 
a winter ''on the dole.”’ 

China is the world’s best customer for fine 
Irish linen, and that fabric is almost entirely 
made in this eastern district. of County 
Armagh. The trade with the Far East is 
distinctly modern, for while its value eight 
years ago was only £31,237 per annum last 
year it had expanded to £446,389. For the 
First half ot this year the export value ex- 
ceeded by 41 per cent. that for the correspond+ 
six months of last year. 

Jariously enough, this trade has been pro- 
duced by the American tariff, which is in- 
tended to promote home industries and fair 
wages and labour conditions in the United 
States. In accordance therewith, while the 


duty on fine finen imported in the piece into 


U.S.A. is 35 per cent. ad valorem, the rate 
on individual embroidered and lace handker- 
chiefs is 75 and 90 per cent. ad valorem, 
respectively. And the value of the tiny square 
of flax fabric is made up rather by the hand- 
craft adornment than by the cost of weaving 
and the basic Hax yarns Hence handkerchiefs 
nade in: Ireland, and particularly those em- 
hellished with Irish hand-embroidery or ‘ace, 
became too costly for the average United 
States citizen. 


EVADING U.S. TARIFF 


A way to circumvent this. tormidable 
tari act was devised vy shipping the Linen 
cloth in the piece to the rar Mast wo be there 
cut up and given a subsequent ornamen- 
tation of Chinese hemstitching, embroidering 
or lace. Ali this work is aone by native 
labour, and the Chinese workers consider 
a few pence and a modicum of rice sutiicient 
remuneration for twelve hours work per aay. 
As a matter of iact, the average cost tor 
both food and raiment for a native. works 
out at something less than three pence 
per day. Thus the finished product 
eventualiy reaches the American purchaser 
at a price still within his or her means. 

Under these circumstances the direct ship- 
ments to the United States from Irish factories 
of finished handkerchiefs has - dwindled 
seriously, and the famous Irish cottage 
embroiaery craft is on its last legs. Even 
in Belfast and Dublin drapery shops one 
can purchase handkerchieis and fancy linen 
goods which have been embroidered in 
China. 

To-day the export of fine Irish. linen cloth 
to the Far East has become impossible. 
Because of the dual risk of interrtption in 
transit. and non-payment the Ulster manu- 
facturers have suspended shipments. Accord- 
ing to report ‘‘ they propose to charge up the 
amounts to their buyers, claiming that they 
cannot be expected to bear so onerous a 
butden.”’ 

Who will finally. pay for these goods? 
The total amount involved is stated to be 
in the vicinity of £1,000,000 for Belfast 
spinning mills, and Lurgan weaving 
factories have contra.ts booked for yarns and 
cloths respectively _which would engage 
their machinery working to full capacity 
until Easter, 1938.

INDUSTRY 


EXPORT FIGURES ' FOR 
NORTH AND SOUTH 


— 


Some interesting study as to the condition 
of the export livesteck industry in the Free 
State and in Northern Ireland is to be found 
in the statistics which have just been issued 
by the Fre@ State Department of Industry and 
Commerce. 

The sheet reviews the whole of the live- 
stock export fhdustry in this country, both 
North and South, and gives individual figures 
for all ports of departure, as well as figures 
for each section of the industry, 


FREE STATE EXPORTS 


The Free State figures show that the total 
number of ani sent. to Great Britain and 
the Isle of Man during the week ended 21st 
August last was 22,464, which is a decrease 
of some 640 on the figures for the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The total number ex- 

rted since the beginnmg of this year was 
636,819, which, as compared with the figures 
for the same period of 1936, shows a reduction 
of 98,934 ammals. The 1936 figures were 
735,753. 7 

The number of cattle exported since Ist 
January, 1937, to 21st August was 352,391, 
which ts a decrease of 6,528 on the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Sheep: figures fell 
from 309,160 to 245.730 (a decrease of 65,450), 
and pigs from 63,289 to 33,610 (a decrease 
of 29,779). Exports of horses, on the other 
hand, following the remission of Cuties, have 
increased from 4,291 to 4,907, an increase olf

A message urging settlement of the 
Church question, and revealing that a 
petition had been sent to the. Reich 
Government, was read in all Evangelical 
Churches in Germany to-day. 

The message deelares that the Bishops 
and administrators, of the Evangelical 
Church met in Cassel on July 15 and 16, 
and drew up a petition, which was sent to 
the Government. 

This petition, says the message, ‘‘ asked 
for personal negotiations between the 
Government and-the Chureh. Since the 
course at present followed by the Govern- 
ment is not leading to a peacefu! settle- 
ment, it is having the contrary effect that 
the differences are becoming ever more 
sharply defined.’’ 

The _ message adds that the personal 
negotiations asked for by the petition in 
July has not yet been accorded, and goes 
on: “ Our people must solve the problem 
of the relationship between political claims 
and the claims of God,’’ 


NEW ORDER OF THINGS 


At this afternoon's meeting the German 
Foreign Minister, Baron von Neurath,

BISHOPS TO VISIT THE | 
POPE

BERLIN, Saturday. 


A delegation of German Roman 
Catholic bishops is to visit the Pope early 
next week to report on the result of their 
conference at Fulda, which has just con- 
cluded. 

The result of the bishops’ deliberations 
will, as is customary, be laid down in a 
Pastoral Letter. 

Circles in close touch with the German 
Guvernment declare that the tenor of 
this Pastoral Letter will be different 
from former utterances ft the bishops. 
They expect in it new tendencies, likely to 
allay the tension between Church and 
State.

The British Note reads as follows 
(the cross-headings are not in the 
official document) :— 

The Japanese Government will be 
aware of the injuries sustained by Sir 
Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen, His 
Majesty’s Ambassador in China, asa 
result of shooting from Japanese 
military aeroplanes when . motoring 
with members of his staff - from 
Nanking to Shanghai on August 26th 
last. 

The facts were follows :—His 
Majesty’s Ambassador was proceeding. 
from Nanking to Shanghai on August 
26th, accompanied) by the military attaché 
and the financial adviser to His Majesty's 
Embassy and a Chinese chauffeur. The 
party occupied two black saloon cars of 
obviously private character, each flying 
the Union Jack, approximately eighteen 
inches by twelve inches in size, on the 
near side of the car, projecting above the 
roof, 

At about 2.30 p.m., and about eight 
miles north west of Taitsang—i.e., some 
forty miles from Shanghai—the cars were 
attacked by machine-gun fire from a 
Japanese aeioplane. 

The aeroplane which fired the machine- 
gun dived from the off-side of the car 
at a right angle to it.. This was followed 
by a bomb attack from a second Japanese 
aeroplane from a height of about two 
hundred feet. 

The Ambassador was hit by a nickel 
steel bullet—subsequently found embedded 
in the car—which penetrated the side of 
the abdomen and grazed the spine. 


FULLEST REDRESS SOUGHT 


His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom have received with deep distress 
and concern the news of this deplorable 
event, in respect of which they must record 
their emphatic protest and request the 
fullest measure of redress. 

Although noncombatants, including 
foreigners resident in the country con- 
cerned, must accept the inevitable risk 
of injury resulting indirectly from the 
normal conduct of hostilities, it is one 
of the oldest and best established rules 
of international law that direct or 
deliberate attacks on non-combatants are 
absolutely prohibited, whether inside or 
outside the area in which hostilities are 
taking place. 


NO ACCIDENT 


Aircraft are in no way exempt from this 
rule, which applies as much to attack 
from the air as to any other form of 
attack; nor can the plea of accident be 
accepted where the facts are such as to 
show, at the best, negligence and a 
complete disregard for the sanctity of 
civilian life. 

In the present case the facts which have 
been recorded aboye make it clear that this 
was no accident resulting from any normal 
hostile operation, and it should have been 
obvious to the aircraft that they were 
dealing with non-combatants. . 

The plea; shoula it be advanced, that 
the flags carried on the cars were too 


as 


in the conduct. of hostilities which inter 
national law, no less than the conscience 
of mankind, has always enjoined. 


APOLOGY REQUESTED 


The fact that, in the present case, no 
actual state of war has been declared or 
expressly recognised by either party to 
exist emphasises the inexcusable nature of 
what occurred. 

His Majesty’s Government must, 
therefore, request :— 

(1) A formal apology, to be 
conveyed by the Japanese Govern- 
ment to His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, 

(2) Suitable punishment of 
those responsible for the attack. 

(3) An assurance by the 
Japanese authorities that the 
necessary measures will be taken 
to prevent the recurrence of. inci- 
dents of such a character. 

The British Note was telegraphed to the 
British Chargé d’Affaires in Tokyo on 
Saturday night for submission to the 
Japanese Government. 


ALL DETAILS CHECKED 


The Note was not sent until every detail 
of the shooting had been carefully checked 
and re-checked. by Embassy officials in 
China, who then telegraphed their report 
to London. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain (the Prime 
Minister) and Mr. Eden (the Foreign 
Secretary). who is in Yorkshire, were both 
in close telephonic touch with the Foreign 
Office during the drafting of the Note and 
throughout the week end. a a 

It was pointed out in diplomatic circles 
in London that the visit of Mr. Yoshida, 
the Japanese Ambassador in London, to 
Mr. Eden last Friday had for its object 
the expression of his Government's deep 
regret, without prejudice to any issue that 
was involved. This did not amount to an 
apology by the Japanese Government. 

The statement alleged» by a Japanese 
News Agency to have been made by 
Admiral Sir Charles Little, the British 
Commander-in-Chief of the China station, 
that “ the shooting was brought on by the 
Ambassador’s imprudence” is warmly 
denied. 

Sir Charles has telegraphed to the 
Admiralty in London declaring that the 
alleged statement is ‘‘ a complete and utter 
fabrication.”’

IRISHMAN’S ESCAPE

The Irish unit, commanded by Mr. 
Frank Kyan, suffered these casualties 
when it took part with the Lincoln 
Battalion (American) and Spanish troops 
in the capture of Villanueva de la Canada, 
a town on the Centre Front. 


SHOTS AT BRITISH SHIPS 


The report of the commander of the 
British destroyer Fearless into the shoot- 
ing at the British steamer Bramhill, off 
the coast of Spain on Saturday, was re- 
ceived at the Admiralty yesterday. 

The Press Association is informed that 
the facts were as follows :— 

“The Bramhill, bound from Brest for 
Gijon, was sighted by two insurgent 
trawlers at about-6 p.m., on August 28th, 
off the North Spanish coast, in the 
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which will accrue to them as the result of 
a death blow at the Donegal men’s means 
of livelihood. 

Derry now will have to pay a fixed price 
which represents an increase of twopence 
per gallon. They regret, and, indeed, 
many are indignant at, the disastrous 
effects of the Act on East Donegal men, 
who have had most intimate ties, racial, 
historic and commercial, with Derry for 
three centuries. 


A DERRY MAN’S PLEA 

One prominent Derry man said: “‘ The 
Northern Government's Act may mean the 
ruin and the ultimate extinction of the 
East Donegal loyalist community, who are 
descendants of the people who came into 
Derry to help the defenders at the siege. 
Others of their people, when driven up 
against the walls by King James’s forces 
and threatened with massacre of the city, 
did not surrender, told the people behind 
the walls that they would rather die than 
see the city surrender. Now their 
descendants are banned from Derry City 
by the Northern Government. While the 
health interests of Northern Ireland have 
been safeguarded by the Act, it could have 
been so drafted as to include Donegal milk. 
Their livelihood is being taken away. Can 
the Northern Government not do some- 
thing to save the people of loyal Laggan ?” 

Efforts are being made to induce the 
Government to lessen the plight of the 
Donegal loyalists at the twelfth hour by 
amending the Act. 

Dr. Corkey, ex-Moderator of the General 
Assembly, has asked the Government, 
through the Press, to do so.

TWO DUBLIN MEN KILLED

Patrick Mooney, a motor cyclist, aged 
25, of 16 Windsor avenue, Fairview, 
Dublin, and his pillion passenger, Edward 
Wiggins, aged 27, of 27 St. Aidan’s Park, 
Marino, Dublin, were both killed when 
the motor cycle on which they were riding 
came into collision with a motor-car near 
Kilbarrack Cemetery, on the main Dublin- 
Howth road, on Saturday night. 

Mooney was dead on admission to the 
Mater Misericordiew Hospital shortly after 
the accident, and Wiggins, who was un- 
conscious, died early on Sunday morning. 

The two men were riding towards Howth 
when they came into collision with the 
motor-car in which were Lord Gormanston 
and some friends on their way home from 
Baldoyle Races. 

When Sergeant Ruddy, of Howth, and 
Civic Guard Cabe arrived on the scene 
they found that Mooncy had been rushed 
off to hospital, and Wiggins was being 
attended by a priest and a doctor. 

Lord Gormanston and the other 
occupants of the car gave all the assistance 
that they could. 

Mooney was employed by the Great 
Southern Railways Company at the Broad- 
stone, and was a relative of Wiggins by 
marriage.
